I  have  in  my  possession  what  purports  to  be  a  five  dollar  gold  piece  U.S. 

It  has  a  fracture  on  the  edge  of  the  Eagles  side,  null  the  figures  1848  are  not  so  perfectly 
in  line  as  a  true  coin.  But  it  weighs  128  grains.  It  is  very  slightly  whiteish  where  scraped  on  the 
edge.  But  nitric  acid  will  not  touch  it.  It  is  well  plated  with  gold  but  does  not  ring  when  dropped. 
It  made  of  platinum,  is  it  of  any  value  to  you  or  as  a  curio.  The  milling  on  the  edge  is  pretty  good 
but  not  perfect.
